Edmonton now has two air mail and 
express services per day. Planes leave 
the city morning and evening, returning 
at mid-day and midnight, connecting at 
Lethbridge with planes to and from 
eastern Canada and the Pacific coast. 

To illustrate the speeding up of com- 
munication thus provided, a letter leaving 
Edmonton at seven o'clock in the morning 
reaches Vancouver at 11:15--the same 
morning, it seems necessary to explain. 
A letter leaving Edmonton at eight 
o'clock in the evening reaches Toronto 
at 11:50 the next morning, or Montreal 
an hour later. There is of course the same 
rapid transit for express parcels; and a 
little later on those who want to travel 
in a hurry will be able to go at the same 
rate of speed. 

Five hours to Vancouver and sixteen 
hours to Toronto is good going, judged 
by any standard. Canada lagged behind 
other countries in making use of the air- 
plane to expedite travel and communica- 
tion across its wide spaces, but it is mak- 
ing up for lost time. There cannot be 
many, if any, faster schedules anywhere 
in the world. 


Private Enterprise Is Absent 


The city council was urged Monday 
evening to do nothing about the housing 
situation, because if the city took action 
to assist house-building, private enter- 
prise would be discouraged. But on the 
showing of the last eight years would it 
be practically possible for private enter- 
prise to be any more discouraged or dis- 
interested in the building of houses in Ed- 
monton than it has been? There has 
never in any one of these years been 
enough new housing created to accommo- 
date the year’s increase in population. It 
is precisely because private enterprise— 
for whatever reason—has fallen down on 
the job that council is confronted with 
the inescapable duty to do something to 
get construction under way. 

It may be when the promised changes 
are made in provincial legislation that 
loan companies will again start making 
building loans in Edmonton. But there is 
no assurance they will. The city cannot 
afford to take chances on their not doing 
so, and council would be failing in its duty 
if it did not urge the charter amendments 
which will enable the city to take action 
should the companies fail to respond. 

It is possible the city may not have to 
initiate action to break the embargo 
against the application of the Dominion 
Housing scheme to Edmonton, but it 
would be almost criminal on the part of 
council to not ask for the power. 


More Promises 


Prime Minister Chamberlain explained 
to the House of Commons that Franco ob- 
tained “recognition” by Britain and 
France on the strength of two promises. 
He pledged himself that he will not wreak 
vengeance on his late enemies; and that 
he will not submit to foreign domination 
“which will impair the dignity or infringe 
the sovereignty of Spain’. 

For the keeping of these promises 
there is of course no guarantee, and can 
be none, other than the prospective loss 
of British and French confidence and 
whatever material assistance Franco 
hopes to get from these countries. That 
he has such hopes can be supposed, for 
Spain is in need of costly reconstruction, 
the capital for which is probably not ob- 
tainable elsewhere than in London or 
Paris. Franco's pledges may not be in 
themselves worth any more than those of 
his patron at Rome, but the need of 
money he cannot afford to ignore 

Former Premier Negrin evidently has 
misgivings on the subject of Franco's 
trustworthiness. For it was reported that 
one condition of his agreement to the 
cessation of strife was that ten thousand 
of the more prominent Loyalists and their 
families should be removed from Spain to 
other countries before Franco got con- 
trol of Government territory. Which 
means that Britain and France have a few 
thousand more refugees for whom to find 
places of habitation. 


Pensions for Teachers 


‘Teachers in elementary, intermediate, 
high, technical, vocational and separate 
achools in Alberta will hereafter con- 
tribute 3 per cent of their salaries to pro- 
vide a fund from which they will later on 
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be entitled to draw pensions, when they 
reach the age of retirement. To be pre- 
cise, the contributing will be done for 
them by the school boards, their pay 
cheques being reduced accordingly. And 
to simplify procedure and secure uniform- 
ity, the Government will deduct the 
amounts from the periodic gratts sent to 
the school boards. 

The Government will not contribute to 
the fund in advance, but will pay dollar 
for dollar of the money drawn out by 
teachers in retirement. A pension, that is 
to say, will be double the amount payable 
out of the fund. 

This is the substance of the teachers’ 
pension scheme, to establish which a bill 
is now before the legislature. There are, it 
is said, about thirty teachers in the prov- 
ince who will be due for retirement, and 
pensions, when the fall term opens next 
September. The scheme thus has the 
advantage that it is being started while 
the prospective demands:on the fund will 
not be large, and the fund should con- 
tinue to grow more rapidly than the 
pension requirements for some years. 

The teachers are to be congratulated 
on the establishment of a plan by which 
they will accumulate reserves against 
which they can draw in old age. The 
public are to be congratulated also; be- 
cause every new class retirement pension 
scheme that comes into operation helps 
to remind the unpensioned public that 
they, too, need some provision for the 
eventide — other than the long deferred 
pittance known as old age pensions.

There's a proverb about a man who dug a pit 
for his neighbor, and fell in it himself. It has re- 
cently been re-enacted in real life in Europe. 
Bela Imredy, Premier of Hungary, tried to tem- 
per the force of Nazi attacks by advocating the 
exclusion of Jews from public life in that feudal 
country. He recently 
brought in a bill to exclude 
Jews and Christians of 
Jewish parentage, from en- 
tering the Hungarian civil service and the pro- 
fessions. It also radically curtails the position of 
Jews and Christians with Jewish blood, in trade 
and industry. 

This sop didn’t satisfy the Nazis, who accused 
Premier Imredy of having Jewish blood in his 
own véins. Poor Imredy denied the charge and 
produced the baptismal certificates of both his 
gtandparents as proof. Finally the Nazis made 
Imredy confess that his mother's grandfather 
was born a Jew, who was baptized into Chris- 
Uanity at the age of 7, in the year 1814. 

Hoist by his own petard, Premier Imredy has 
tendered his resignation, saying he still adheres 
to his anti-Jewish beliefs and therefore feels he 
is unfitted to remain in public life. Between 
mediaeval bigotry and modern asininity, Imredy 
falls to the ground, 

The Nazis are gloating, though there are 
many such mixed ancestries in Hungary. Baron 
von Richthofen, the German war ace, might be 
alive and in a concentration camp today had 
Nazis been in power in 1914, for he too, like the 
Hungarian premier, had a remote touch of 
Jewish blood in his ancestry.

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Current Comment 
Managed Money 


Editorial from The London Times 

It may be thai thé year 1938 will prove a fer- 
tile source of eduction for the economic historian; 
but, seen at close quarters, it does not fit into any 
simple pattern at all. The Financial and Com- 
mercial Review of the year, which is published 
as a supplement to The Times this morning, leaves 
the inevitable impression of a patchwork year— 
a year of mixed influences from first to last. If 
it has afly educative value, it lies in the experi- 
ence which it has provided of the ability of our 
economic institutions to cope successfully with a 
period of abnormal instability and financial 
caprice. It was certainly designed to put our 
financial system to a severe test. In terms of 
pure trade cycle, in the first place, it might well 
have been a year of severe slump. A long period 
of business expansion came tg an end in the 
middle of 1937, and aécording to precedent the 
ensuing slump should have proceeded to its ex- 
tremes during 1938. During the first half of the 
year in fact international trade fell heavily in 
volume and value, and primary commodity prices 
completed a collapse resembling that of the early 
thirties. In relation to the preceding boom in- 
deed the past twelve months could not unreason- 
ably be compared with the period from the 
spring of 1930 to the spring of 1931. During the 
latter part of 1938, moreover, the financial sys- 
tem was subjected to very much the same kind 
of strain as it was during the summer of 1931. 
Although the motives were different, we had the 
same large-scale drain of foreign funds from 
London as we experienced during the period 
which immediately preceded our abandonment 
of the gold standard. The fear of war colored 
the whole of the latter part of 1938; and, coming 
as it did hard on heels of a severe international 
recession in business, it was a burden of dis- 
couragement for which business was ill prepared. 


It might well be argued therefore that the 
financial system was afflicted in 1938 by an even 
more formidable collection of adversities than it 
was in 1931. But it needs no effort to realize that 
we have suffered few of the financial difficulties 
and relatively little of the business depression 
which we experienced in those dark slump days 
eight years ago. What, then, have been our de- 
fences this time against the difficult circum- 
stances with which we have been beset? The 
answer is one which is surprisingly at variance 
with the financial and economic teachings on 
which most of us have been nourished. We have 
had a heavily usbslanced Budget—far more 
heavily unbalanced recently ihan even the esti- 
mated deficit suggests. While foreign funds 
to the amount of some £250,000,000 have taken 
flight from London, we have continued to have 
a 2 per cent Bank Rate. while short-money rates, 
apart from a brief interval in which they rose 
just over 1 per cent during a serious war scare, 
have remained at 42 per cent or thereabouts. In 
addition the national currency has been un- 
stabilized and has become almost completely 
divorced from any strict relation with gold re- 
serves. We have thus enjoyed nearly all those 
conditions which pre-war doctrine decisively 
taught—and pre-1931 doctrine was inclined to 
suggest—to be the inevitable signposts of the 
road to ruin. But in fact experience has proved 
that in this condition we have been able to sur- 
mount a combination of difficult circumstances 
with probably a greater degree of success than 
ever before. The curréncy and credit position has 
remained stable. The cost of living started to 
decline appreciably during the year. The price 
of Government securities has fallen by only a 
few points, and that fall can be mostly explained 
by sales on the part of the war-scared-—sales 
which no policy could have averted. The decline 
in business at the same time has been very 
moderate, and total employment (though ad- 
mittedly only with the aid of a slight statistical 
accident) was actually higher in December, 1938, 
than in December, 1937. For better or worse 
these results are undeniable. It may be rash to 
leap to the conclusion that the former canons of 
orthodoxy have been disproved. But it would 
be unreasonable and churlish to deny that ex- 
tremely satisfactory results have been achieved 
by the use of systems which were the heresies 
of yesterday. It is hardly to be wondered that 
much of the financial doctrine which centred 
around the old form of orthodox gold standard 
has fallen into disrepute. 

There is no sphere, even in a world of great 
changes, where standards have so much altered 
as in that of monetary policy. Already the 
automatic working of the old system tends to be 
forgotten, although it is only necessary to go 
back to 1931 for an example of how the gains 
and losses of gold governed the credit position, 
how big increases of the Bank Rate automatically 
followed on the efflux of foreign money, and how 
in one way and another domestic monetafy con- 
ditions turned on the maintenance of a fixed 
foreign exchange rate for sterling. It is almost 
forgotten, too, how the original replacement of 
an automatic system by one of management was 
originally a result not of deliberate choice but 
of inability to retain the former. If that is re- 
membered, the extent of progress can be better 
appreciated: The last twelve months have seen 
a steady and deliberate advance in the technique 
of creating a currency system to suit domestic 
needs and of isolating that system wholly from 
external influences. The extreme tests to which 
that system has been put during the past year 
are well known. And it is well to remember the 
amount of planned management which has been 
necessary in order to operate it successfully. The 
Exchange Equalization Account has sold gold 
and foreign currency to the amount of well over 
£200,000,000 and has withdrawn gold to the value 
of £350,000,000 from the Bank of England. Over 
£200,000,000 of Treasury Bills have been with- 
drawn from the market. Finally, if we include 
the proposed change under the new Currency 
Bill, there have been two major and two minor 
changes in the Bank of England's fiduciary note 
issue within a year. In big matters as well as 
small management has been nothing if not 
thorough 

The new Bill, which received its second read- 
ing unopposed yesterdey, completes a process 
which has long been on the way. Under it the 
gold in the Bank of England reserve will in 
future be valued at its market price, and even 
the formalities of a pure gold standard will be 
abandoned. It is a logical step, and few people 
will question the necessity under present condi- 
tions for developing the technique of monetary 
management to its highest pitch. Some sections 
of City thought, however, have felt @ certain 
uneasiness at the implied suggestion that the sys- 
tem of pure monetary mansgement is likely to

Houses, while presenting a com- 
mendable view in respect to the 
more widespread use of Alberta 
made products, does not present a 
sound view of this method of 
financing their economic distribu- 
tion. 

Stating that by paying in cream 
and grain cheques, the credit does 
not cost the depositor anything, he 
is very wide of the mark. It costs 
a load of grain, a can of cream, 
and all the incidental expenditures 
that have gone into their produc- 
tion; and all the credits that these 
houses hold have behind them 
outstanding debits of the present 
banking system. 

What happens to the grain cheque 
deposited with these credit houses? 
Presumably the Alberta govern- 
ment replaces it with an Alberta 
treasury note; while the credit or 
payment represented by the par- 
ticular cheque finds its way back 
into the private banking system. 

Meanwhile, the treasury note is 
outstanding as a claim against the 
Alberta government, and the cir- 
culation of that within the prov- 
ince must continue until this gov- 


ernment is aggreeable to accept in| 


payment for its services—taxes 
What happens when the holder 


| of this treasury credit wants goods 
| from outside the province, or to 


make payments outside? Unless the 
treasury department have an 
equivalent claim against the Can- 
ada banking system they cannot 
provide it. 

The original depositer, having 
exhausted his particular credit, no 
longer has any claim there: but 
that claim is still alive against the 
credit house system so long as the 
treasury debit is circulating 


While this system lacks the 
authority to make loan advances, it 
fails to provide the necessary 


credit medium for production and 
distribution through their varied 
progressive processes; each pro- 
cess has its own costs, and this 
means a price increase—you can- 
not buy all the end products with 
the proceeds from primary produc- 
tion 

All taxes, for one thing, are in- 
clusive in every step of production, 
and in every process of distribution 
~-where does the price equivalent 
of these taxes enter the 
House system? Municinal admin- 
istration {s not being financed by 
treasury notes, nor is the opera- 
tion of the provincial government, 
ana so far as I am aware, this gov- 


ernment will not accept its own 
treasury notes in payment of it 
licenses or taxes.

be permanent. That uneasiness is 
not unnatural, for the system of 
management has its weaknesses— 
most pbviously in the instability of 
the exchange rates—and no mone- 


tary policy which involves any wide | 


fluctuations in exchange rates can 
be considered ideal. But even so 
the fullest possible development o! 
the technique of monetary Manage- 
ment must be the only course to 
pursue. There is no longer any real 
faith in the old orthodox gold stan- 
dard as such. The valuable ele. 
ments which it contained may be 
well recognized; but there can be 
no actual going back. It may indeed 
be remembered that the virtues of 
a managed currency without a fixed 
gold value are most apparent in un- 
stable circumstances like the pre- 
sent, and that, if conditions should 
become more stable again in the 
future, so the virtues of a currency 
with # fixed gold value would again 
thrust themselves to the fore. But 
experience in recent years has con- 
firmed the view that in any mone- 
tary policy management must be the 
first objective. The old system can- 
not, as such, be restored; and it js 
impossible to do more than consider 
how much of it is valuable and how 
much can be grafted on to the new.

Although the Bagot-Rush agree- 
ment limiting armaments on the 


Great Lakes, ‘which has produced 
the more than 120 years of peace be- 
tween Canada and the United States, 
was signed in 1817, the great Duke 
of Wellingtin evidently had little 
faith in its permanence, because on 
this date (March 2) in 1819, he draft- 
led a very elaborate report upon the 
defence of Canada, The Iron Duke 
| had taken so much interest in Can- 
ada that he had in 1814 expressed a 
| willingness to abandon his cam- 
| paigns in Europe and come out 
| here to “finish the war.” Perhaps it 
is just es well that the peace of 
Ghent was negotiated in December 
| of that year and thus avoided Wel- 
| lington’s coming, It is interesting to 
| speculate as to what might have 
happened if he had come. Napoleon 
might have won the battle at 
Waterloo, and the whole course of 
history changed. 

One result of the Wellington re- 
| port was the construction of the 
Rideau canal, from Kingston to By- 
| town (Ottawa), at a cost of thous- 
ands of pounds, purely as a military 
route, safe from attack by the 
Americans on the upper St, Law- 
rence. The duke had little faith in 
Toronto as a military or naval base 
and urged that the capital of Upper 
Canada should be moved from York 
to Kingston, but if that were not 
possible, he urged that the capital 
| be strongly fortified so as to be able 
to resist attack from an enemy fleet. 
He also outlined an easy plan for 
defending the Niagara frontier and 
of connecting Lakes Huron, Erie 
and Simcoe, advised the creation of 
}a naval station at Penetanguishene, 
and stressed the importance of so 
evolving plans that at no time would 
a moving military force be many 
miles from lake or river water.

the largest communities by a simple 
rebirth of the medieval guilds 
which controlled regulations based

among fishermen, miners and farm- 
@rs as well as in larger centres. 

The present system of govern- 
ment relief is al! wrong, the speaker 
believed because it is only guar- 
anteed capitalism. It makes the 
state master, whereas it should be 
the servant of the people. Other 
wrong ways out of world difficul- 
ties today are communism and so- 
cialism and the totalitarianism of 
the Fascist and Nazi states, because 
they deprive the people of all lib- 
erty and can only be ushered in 
and maintained through force and 
violence, 

Credit unions are being formed 
in many places in the United States 
and Canada. It is important that 
there should be some system of 
adylt education first for, people 
need to be educated, not legislated, 
into prosperity, which can only

STORE FISH CAREFULLY 

Clean fish and place on ice or 
in a cold place until cooking time. 
| Fish must be kept cold to prevent 
spoilage and loss of juices and 
flavor. Wrap in waxed paper to 
keep the air from drying off cut 
surfaces. Cover closely when stor- 
ing in the refrigerator to prevent 
odors affecting the other foods. 

Do not thaw, if frozen, unless too 
stiff to work with. Then just partly 
thaw, slowly, in a cool place and 
use at once, If quick thawing is 
necessary, place the fish in cold 
water for a short time. 

Here are a few simple rules for 
cooking fish. Bake or broil fish 
quickly to keep the flavor, allow- 
ing from 8 to 10 minutes per inch 
thickness of fish, with a tempera- 
ture of 450 to 500 degrees F. Juices 
| “set” on contact with high tempera- 
tures, and long, slow cooking is not 
required, for fish have little connec- 
tive tissue requiring softening. 

Lower the temperature after the 
first 10 minutes for thick, whole 
fish, and if a dry-meated variety of 
| fish is used, sprinkle with some oil 
or cooking fat to prevent the out- 
side from becoming too dry. 

Allow from 8 to 10 minutes per 
pound of fish for boiling, increas- 
ing to 10 or 15 minutes per pound 
| if a very thick piece of fish is 
boiled. Steaming requires longer. 
Turn very thick pieces for quicker 
steaming. 


DESTROY FISH ODORS 

You don’t have to have fish odors 
in the house or on your hands. 
Clean hands, after handling raw 
fish, by rubbing them with salt, 
then rinsing them. Kill cooking 
odors by burning orange peel, cof- 
fee or sugar in a pan. A little vinegar

Your Health — By pr. Frank McCoy 


Recently there have been several 
requests coming from the Middle 
West for an article on Tularemia 

This disease is an acute Infec- 
tious disorder which in the begin- 
ning was thought to be limited to 
the Western states. However, with 
better re@ognition of it, it has been 
found that Tularemia occurs in al- 
most all of the states of the Union, 
Evidently the disease is spreading 
rapidly and may be expected to in- 
crease 

The infectious organism is the 
Bacterium tularense, which is fre- 
quently found in rodents, or gnaw- 
ing animals, particularily in rab- 


mitted to man by the handling of 
the skins of infected animals, The 
disease is easily transmitted from 
animal to animal through the bite 
of tucks and other insects, which 
move from one animal to another 

Most cases occurring in humans 
are picked up from rabbits infected 
with the disease, although in the 
Western States, the disease may 
develop in those whose work takes 
them out where they are likely to 
be bitten by ticks. 

Prevention of the disease is best 
achieved by warning hunters to 
avold handling any rebbit which 
seems slow in getting away, The 
healthy rabbit will do his best to 
escape, whereas the 
with Tularemia seems to be slug- 
gish and slow. The hunter should

As a general rule, the disease ap- 
Pears about 3 days after exposure 
and the patient has a sharp chill, 
followed by fever. The muscles of 
the thighs and back are painful, 
and the head aches 

Usually, the primary lesion 
located on the hand, 
either on the thumb or finger. The 
neighboring lymph nodes are 
greatly swollen, and those most en- 
larged are the ones closest to the 
Original site of infection. Evidently 
the infection is carried by way of 
the lymphatic vessels, for other 
lymph nodes will also enlarge, 
such as those of the arm, or along 
the side of the neek 

The enlargement of the nodes 
oceurs very rapidly and quite often, 
purplish-red lines are visible under 
the skin, The presence of such lines 


means that the lymph channels 
| near the surface have become in- 
flamed, 

Although recovery from Tular- 
emia is the rule, nevertheless 
the patient may feel greatly de 


pressed both physically and men- 
tally for many weeks afterward, 
hence the normal feeling of well- 
being may not return for some 
time

take their part in it; little under- 

standing that their venerable 
voices will be urging Empire des- 
troying practices,” he said. 

“National government under such 
auspices will destroy the instru- 
ments of democracy. 


COLLECTIVE BARGAINS 

“It will abolish the means by 
which we have tried to move to- 
wards security. It will forbid eol- 
lective bargaining. it will wipe out 
co-operative buying and selling. It 
will install the old monetary sys- 
fem as the watch-dog of high pro- 
fits,” he declared. 

“It will forbid minimum prices 
and minimum wages. It will toy 
with social security like a cat 
with a mouse. Old age pensions 
and unemployment insurance will 
be heard of no more, It will ham- 
mer our poor old railways down 
to dividend paying proportions, 
and our foreign trade will ignore 
the primary producer.” 

The way out, declared the speak- 
er, was by uniting as a New Demo- 
cracy movement. 


TO GET SECURITY 

“Only in that way will the rank 
and file get the security they want 
and demand. Victory lies in union. 
Reaction knows that, and struggles 
to divide us. The New Democracy 
began as a social movement; as a 
protest against the present unnatur- 
al state of things; as an enquiry 
Into economic conditions; and the 
eure for them. °It has found the 
cure, and the next thing is to apply 
it,” he said, 

Pointing out that the movement 
must become political, in the con- 
structive meaning of that teri, 
Major Herridge said that its first 
Job, and its hardest one, would be 
the turning out of the old politi- 
cal parties. 

“We must realize that until that 
job is done we will get nowhere 
with our program of reform,” he 
said in urging that all progressive 
groups stand together to achieve 
this end. 

“In this movement there are, of 
eourse, individuals, groups, parties, 
who advocate specific monetary and 
economic doctrines. That is as it 
should be. A forthright point of 
view is the fibre of the movement. 
And all the splendid work that has 
been done will help the people's 
parliament to form a working plan. 
But political reform comes before 
economic reform, and just now our 
Job is political reform.” 


TO BEGET SUCCESS 

To bring about success Major 
Herridge said that throughout the 
Jength and breadth of Canada “ord- 
inary citizens’ must be brought 
together, 

“Set up the simple machinery by 
which they can vote for what they 
want. Give them a candidate who 
is free to work for them. Do neth- 
ing more than that and we will save 
this country,” he urged. 

He had been asked, almost chal- 
lenged, to say what his own plans 
were. 

“Let me tell you what I plan to 
do,” he replied. “I believe that 
the Canadian people should have 
security. I believe that time and 
circumstance now provide the op- 
portunity to get it for them. 1 
mean to take that opportunity. I 
mean to give my best, I will put 
this job first. I will make it the 
Purpose of my life. This oppor- 
tunity will never come again. It 
is security, with freedom, now, or 
never. Therefore, will you join 
me? You know that all we need 
is faith and resolution, patience 
and commonsense. I appeal to 
you who hsve them; Canadians 
who are not afraid.” 

As he made his pledge renewed 
cheering broke out, and at the con- 
clusion of the meeting he was 
warmly assured of support, 

That the new movement is al- 
ready attracting widespread atten- 
tion was apparent today when 
floods of congratulatory telegrams 
were received by Major Herridge, 


many of them from youth organiza- 
tions throughout the Dominion. 

Opening his remarks before an 
audience which was already strong- 
ly receptive, Major Herridge stated 
that the new movement was “in 
deadly earnest.” 


I made a speech the other day | 


in which I said that Canada is in 
revolt against the status quo; that 
throughout this country, the people 
are rising in determined protest 
against poverty and unemployment; 
that they are resolved to put the 
natural wealth of Canada at the 
service of the people of Canada; 
and to reform the economic system, 
so that they may do so. I said that 
this great movement is in deadly 
earnest; that in it, are men and 
women of every class but one; that 
youth is leading it; that it is in our 
churches, in our great social and 
economic institutions, in the fac- 
tory, on the farm, among the ex- 
soldiers. I called this movement the 
New Democracy. 

And I said that the power behind 
this movement was the fact that 
the people at last know that Canada 
can give them all, security. 

I found unbiased citizens in sub- 
stantial agreement with me. But 
there were some who said I had 
left off too soon. For instance, 
members of one local group de- 
manded to know what I would do 
to get prosperity. And I was in- 
vited, or challenged if you like, to 
speak my mind. 


PROMISES ACTION 


I am here in answer to that in- 
vitation. I am asked to say what I 
would do to put democracy on an 
operating basis, to banish the threat 
of fascism, to give this country 
prosperity, 

T will try to tell you, Tonight, I 
will go a good part of the way; 
and the rest of the way at another 
time. 

The first thing that Canadians 
have to do, is to give their country 
a free Parliament, Because today 
the Parliament of Canada is not 
free to serve the people. The Par- 
liament of Canada is controlled by 
the old political parties. The old 
parties are controlled by reaction. 

Reaction opposes reform. So 
you must get rid of the old par- 

ties. There will never be pros- 
perity in Canada until you do. 

That is the whole story in a few 
words, 

Of what avail are great natural 
resources, when we cannot get our 
hands on them? Of what avail are 
people with superb productive 
power, if they are kept in idleness? 
This old economic system denies us 
the right, by our brains and hands, 
to turn our resources into im- 
measurable prosperity. 

And so, the old system must be 
reformed and modernized, That is 
the job of parliament. But this 
parliament will not reform the 
system. 

Therefore, before you can get 
economic action, you must take 
political action. Before you can get 
economic reform, you must get pol- 
itical reform. You must vote the 
old parties out of parliament, Then 
you will find that economic reform 
is easy. 


PEOPLE NOT FOOLS 


That is plain, at last, to most of 
us, The pecple have been fooled 
for a long time. But the people are 
not fools. They begin to put the 
blame squarely where it belongs: 
on parliament, 

The man in the street is talking 
in this way: “For twenty years or 
more,” says he, “this country should 
have had security, Parliament could 
have given us security, But par- 
liament has been controlled by the 
old parties, And we never realized 
it. We put one party out, we put 
the other in,” says the man on the 
street. “We tried the Conservatives; 
we tried the Liberals, We tried the 
Conservatives again; we tried the 
Liberals again. We will try them 
no more,” So says the man on the 
street, 

What is happening in Canada 
today? What is happening in the 
House of Commons today? Look at 
the terrible needs of the one, Look 
at the terrible futility of the other 

Is ihe man on the street not 
right? 

1 will shew you that the old 
Parties are controlled by reaction: 
just as the new parties are con- 
trolled by democracy, Before 1 
do, I want to say what 1 mean 
by the old parties. 

When I speak of the old parties, 
I mean the party machine, the 
high command, i%e gang, the 
sroup of professional politicians 
which runs the party: which 18 
the party. For the great majority 
of those who have veted Libers! 
or Conservative, have had noth- 
ing to say about their party or its 
policy, They voted Liberal or 
Conservative, believing they voted 
for liberalism, or for the national 
policy of conservatism, But they 
did not, For long ago, the old 


parties forsook their foundation 
principles. 

The Liberal Party has betrayed 
liberalism and the people who be- 
lieved in liberalism. The Conserv- 
ative Party has betrayed the na- 
tional policy and the people who 
believed in the national policy 

Those thus betrayed must there- 
fore leave their parties. You know 
that they are doing so. 

There are in parliament, some 
members of the old partics just as 
guiltless as the least important 
party follower; and equally the vic- 
tim of the party machine. 

Many come to parliament believ- 
ing in liberalism; or in the national 
policy. But the machine lays its 
dead hand upon them, And their 
lights go out, They struggle, but 
they subside. Do they all subside? 


WOULD BE ACCLAIMED 

Is there a man in the Conserv- 
ative or Liberal Party with cour- 
age enough to rise in the House of 
Commons and renounce his claim 
to patronage, to a seat in the Senate, 
to a dip into the pork barrel; with 
vision enough to rise in the Houre 
of Commons and denounce his 
party, its incompetence, its treach- 
ery? In these old parties, is there 
a man with honor enough to rise in 
| the House of Commons and to say, 
“My duty is to the people, not to 
the machine; my duty is to reform, 
not to reaction. I mean to do my 
duty.”’? 

I tell you that if such a one there 
be, this country would rise also 
and cry, “There stands a man.” 

I have said that the Liberal and 
Conservative parties are part of the 
old order. I will show you why. 

How could it be otherwise? The 
old order is a condition of mind, 
a concept, a philosophy, a man- 
ner of doing things, a special 
technique, a system founded upon 
searcity. 

Tt was made for the age of 
scarcity, when conditions were 
fundamentally different from to- 
day. Therefore it cannot work 
well today unless it is changed 
to meet the new conditions. 
Every man to his trade. Every 
instrument to its proper use. You 
can't ask a horse and buggy to 
fly. And you can't expect the old 
order to serve you in this age of 
abundance. 

Now the old order is an operat- 


One is the economic wing; the other 
is the political wing, They are 
complementary. They are mutually 
dependent. One speaks, the other 
is heard. 

If you say that the vested inter- 
ests belong to the old order pecause 
they think and act 


parties belong to the old order, be- 
cause they think and act in the 
same way. 


MUST BUILD ANEW 

And that’s my point. The old 
order is the old order, be it political 
or economic. If we want a new 
order, we must build one. We must 
remodel the capitalist system. We 
will keep all the good that’s in it. 
That will be reform of the economic 
wing. 

To remodel the political wing of 
reaction, means a much more 
drastic operation. For there is 
nothing good in it. We will replace 
it by a democratic party. 

There is another reason why the 
old political parties are controlled 
by reaction. 

When you give moncy to any- 
one, you expect some return for 
it, unless you are a pure phil- 
anthropist. I have never heard 
‘anyone call reaction a philan- 
thropist, When reaction gives 
money to anyone, reaction cer 
tainly expects some return for it. 


Reaction has always given money 
to the old parties. It is und has 
been the accepted practice for the 
Conservative and Liberal parties 
to take financial contributions from 
the vested interests. They are called 
campaign funds, They are to the

ENEMY OF SECURITY 


Custom seems to clothe this prac- 
tice with a smug respectability. 
But it is not respectable. It never 
was. Even in the old days of 
scarcity, when parliament could do 
relatively little for the people, the 
practice was wrong. What is it, to- 
day, when a free parliament could 
give the people real security? Yet 
the old parties will keep on taking 
money from reaction, though they 
know that reaction is the enemy 
of security. 

Tf such treachery does not arouse 
you, if you pass by this prostitution 
of the people's rights to party 
greed; if laissez-faire has under- 
mined our public morality to the 
point where we shrug our shoulders 
at this grave default, then God 
help this country! For the power 
of salvation will have gone out of 
us. 

Now, I have told you why these 
old parties cannot serve the people. 
And they have not served the 
people. Look at the record,
